Exhibitors and Committees. 

While the results of the recent exhibitions 
are fresh in the minds of our readers, it may 
not be out of place to refer to some of the re- 
lations between the exhibitor and the judges, 
as developed at the autumn fairs. There is 
becoming manifest at our fairs, State and local, 
a wide spread feeling of dissatisfaction with 
the awards of judges. This is the fact not 
only at our town and county, but at our State, 
industrial and national exhibitions. At our 
town fairs where there is nothing awarded but 
the first, second or third preference, up to the 
Grand Gold Medal of Honor of the National 
Exposition, there is dissatisfaction because 
somebody his been awarded a premium which 
somebody else thinks should have been given 
him. Nor are these dissatisfactions kept pri- 
vate—they are openly talked about, and in 
many instances are the cause of much news- 
paper discussion. They are, moreover not 
limited to our own State, but occur thyough- 
out the country from East to West. We have 
before us at this writing, a letter from a prom- 
inent Massachusetts breeder to a gentleman 
in our own State, in which he says that the 
reason his animal did not receive the prize at 
the recent New England Fair, was because he 
(the exhibitor) was not up there a few days 
before the exhibition, ‘‘to look out for his in- 
terests.”’ As though a certain amount of elev- 
tioneering before hand, was necessary to se- 
cure the award of a prize from a committee! 
In another private letter from a distinguished 
breeder in Maine, he says, speaking of this 
matter: ‘*I think all judges should be from a 
distance, and paid for their services.’’ 

These and many similar instances brought to 
our notice personally or by letter, last year 
and this, warrant us in saying that the evil is 
a serious one, and one demanding the atten- 
tion of those who have the management of so- 
cieties, and the great public who are more par- 
ticularly interested. As now managed, the 
names of committees in the several classes are 
announced long before the time ot holding the 
fair. This gives those who have the disposi- 
tion, an opportunity to labor with the commit- 
tee, and by some means secure from them an 
assurance of their favor. How can a man 
properly approach the duties of his position as 
a judge, in any class, if he is pledged before 
hand to vote for a certain animal or article, 
without knowing with what itis to be brought 
into competition? Is not the position of such 
a man one which should receive the condemna- 
tion of the Trustees of any Society, and shou!d 
not this fact, if known, bar him from serving 
on such committee? 

There is now-a-days a great desire to secure, 
by hook or crook, the prizes offered by agri- 

cultural and industrial Societies. Breeders of 
live stock, dealers and manufactures of imple- 
ments and machines, commercial florists and 
nurserymen, and in fact the large proportion 
of our exhibitors, are clamoreus for premiums. 
They resort to any means almost, to obtain 
them; and yet, after all, how much are they 
worth? An exhibitor of implements will fugle 
with a committee for hours to secure a diplo- 
ma, which is of very little value; when by an 
earnest attention to his business—for exhibit- 
ing isa business, and a means of increasing 
business—he could make more sales in a single 
day, than his diploma, if awarded, could make 
for him in a whole year. In short it seems to 
us that it is time managers of Societies assum- 
eda more direct charge of this matter, and 
regulated the awarding of diplomas and prizes, 
and the appointment of judges, in a more care- 
ful and strict manner. Some instances have 
come to our notice in which it would appear 
that managers themselves have been found tam- 
pering with committees, or so manipulating 
their decisions as to secure personalends. A 
man who will descend to these means to carry 
his own points, should be regarded as un- 
worthy of taking part in the management of 
such exhibitions. Finally, we lay down three 
general propositions in regard to the regulation 
of fairs and the appointment of judges, to some 
of which we may possibly refer at another time: 

Ist. No director of a fair or exhibition shall 
be a competitor in any class. 

2d. Committees shall be secured from a 
neighboring town, county or State, and paid 
for their services. 

’d. The names of committees shall not in 
any case be known to any except the Directors, 
until after the awards have been made public.

Protection against Fire. 


During a recent visit to Watertown, Mass., 
we had the pleasure of a brief call upon Mr. 
Joseph Bird, whose home is near the Mt. Au- 
burn station, and who is the author of a most 
valuabie and practical book on the means of 
extinguishing fires, lately published by Messrs. 
Hurd & Houghton of New York. This gen- 
tleman has devoted a lifetime of study and ex- 
periment to the subject, and in the volume just 
mentioned—a 12 mo. of nearly 300 pages— 
gives the result of this experience and obser-, 
vation, together with practical suggestions on 
the security of life and property. The book 
isas readable asa story, and so entertained 
were we by its perusal that it was literally fin- 
ished at a sitting—that sitting being a railroad 
ride of over one hundred miles. Mr. Bird 
condemns the present system of fighting a large 
fire by our lumbering amd expensive force of 
engines and other appliances; and believes in 
that ounce of prevention which is said to be 
better than a pound of cure; the prevention 
being a large pail of water and a small hand 
force pump, always ready, with a small hand 
hatchet for cutting and breaking through par- 
titions to get at concealed fires between rooms, 
closets &e. A large amount of testimony to 
the value of such a fire department as this, 
when operated by a cool head and steady hand, 
is given in the book, and numerous illustra- 
tions cited to show the good work in extin- 
guishing fires performed by women and chil- 
dren even, who have dashed water upen small 
fires, instead of running to give an alarm to 
the Ftre Department. The subject is desery- 
ing ot careful attention by all, especially by 
farmers who from the nature of the case must 
live somewhat isolated; and to them, and in 
fact to authorities of small towns and villages 
too limited to maintain a Fire Department, we 
commend Mr. Bird’s thoughtful and excellent 
beok. 
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Use of Salt. 


Salt is one of the most necessary condiments 
in human food. It has always been eagerly 
sought after as food by both man and beast, 
and has been in use from the earliest times. 
So necessary is it for man, that when revenue 
was the most urgent, a tax was placed upon it, 
since, nearly everything would be sacrificed to 
obtain a portion of that indispensable article. 
It is related by Mr. Willey in his valuable His- 
tory of the White Mountains, that in 1747 
salt was very scarce; and at one time Capt. 
Eleazer Rosebrook who was one of the early 
settlers of the White Mountain region, was 
compelled to go on foot to Haverhill, Mass., a 
distance of eighty miles, the whole distance 
through the trackless wilderness, in order to 
obtain this article. He procured one bushel, 
and shouldering it, trudged back over the same 
rude path to his home. Mr. Willey says: ‘‘So 
much did some families suffer for want of salt, 
that their children’s necks swelled badly, and 
brought on disease in the neck, which was 
cured only by visiting the salt water, and ap- 
plying the skin of salt fish to the affected 
part.’ It is also very essential to the health 
of anamals, and the saline earths or salt licks, 
of the prairier or desert, are the greatest at- 
traction to wild animals. Dr. Edward Smith 
in his work on Foods—recently published— 
says both the chlorine and sodiam of which 
salt is composed, are part of the elements of the 
body and are not yielded in sufficient quantity 
by the foods which we eat, hence we crave a 
further supply. its immediate use appears to 
be to stimulate the sense of taste and to in- 
crease the flow of saliva, but its preserving 
action is due to its power to attract moisture, 
by which it tends to harden whatever moist 
substance is brought inte contact with it, and 
when it has obtained moisture it 2ecomes soft 
and loses its flavor. There is no other com- 
pound of chlorine which effects both these pur- 
poses, or which could supplant common salt.

Excelsior Oats. 

These oats were imported from England and 
distributed by the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington in 1869. From 5 qts .f seed 
sown in the spring of 1872 on 3 acre of land I 
harvested 64 Castelo. These were sown last 
spring on 6 acres of land, from which I har- 
vested 137 bushels, (machine measure) weigh- 
ing 40 lbs. to the bushel, making 182§ bushels

A Seasonable Item. 

Plow deep all the white weed land you can 
this month for the early planting of corn and 
sowing spring wheat. he frost pulverizes 
the furrows and the green crop ploughed in, 
and decaying roots enrich and fertilize. In 
the spring, spread manure and plow in to the 
depth of four inches and you will realize 50 
to 60 bushels of corn and 25 to 30 bushels of 
wheat to the acre. Adopt this simple plan 
and there will be no need of the ‘‘farmers of 
Skowhegan”’ to talk of an arrangement with 
‘*Wiscasset”’ as a pert of entry for corn from 
the West. Never dung corn in the hill. We 
raise good corn in Canapa.

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Maine Board of Agnculture. 


Reported for the Maine Farmer, 


Board of Agriculture and Farmers’ 
Convention. 


The semi-annual session of the Maine Board 
of Agriculture, embracing a Farmers’ Mass. 
Convention, was held at Houlton, Aroostook 
County, on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 
of last week, Oct. Ist, 2d and 3d. The meet- 
ing was held at this place, in accordance with 
Ne of the Board at its +: ere session, 

necessary arrangements for holding it hav- 
ing been satisfactorilly carried out: The 
Board was very fully represented, nineteen 
members nme Hie pn together with a con- 
siderabie number of prominent farmers from 
the older sections of the State. The farmers ot 
Aroostook County were also in attendance in 
— force, the North Aroostook Society gener- 
ously postponing its exhibition at ue Isle, 
which hol guotlonce been fixed ‘tr oe same 
days. His Excellency, Gov. Perham, and 
councilmen Hons. E.G. Harlow, E. A. Thomp- 
son and J. R. Pulsifer, were in attendance dur- 
ing the first two days, taking part in the discus- 
sion; while the presence of the students from 
the State College of Agriculture and the Me- 
chanic Arts, not only added much interest to 
the meeting, but attracted the attention of cit- 
izens to the institution they represented, in a 
most emphatic manner. Both their precision 
in military discipline, and their examination in 
the ‘‘Elements of Agriculture’’-—one of the 
studies of the course in the Junior year—re- 
ceived high commendation from all who wit- 
nesscd them. The meetings throughout were 
fully attended, the lectures well received, and 
the discussions animated, interesting and prof- 
itable. The weather was also favorable, which 
conspired to aid in the success of the meeting. 

First Day. 

Opening Meeting of the Convention. 
The Board met at 10 o’clock, A. M., and 
was called to order by Hon. Warren Percival, 
President. Prayer was offered py Rev. Mr. 
Herring. Hon. J.C. igan was then intro- 
duced, who in a brief and most appropriate 
manner welcomed the State Board of Agricul- 
ture to Aroostook County. He said it was a 
matter of some personal t that the meet- 
ing could not have been held earlier in the sea- 
son, when the members could have had an op- 
—— of seeing the county at its best, and 

fore the frosts of autumi had marred the 
beauty of field and forest. He alluded to the 
vast agricultural wealth of Aroostook County, 
to its undeveloped resources, and assured the 
members of the Board that could they have an 
opportunity of visiting the northern section of 
the county, they would unite with him in pro- 
nouncing it the new Garden of Eden, and the 
country about Houlton but the very beginning. 
In fitting words he welcomed the Board of Ag- 
riculture, the Students and Faculty of the 
State College—where the sons of the humblest 
citizen may receive a liberal scientific and prac- 
tical education, hitherto attainable only by the 
sons of the wealthy—and the Gevernor and 
Honorable Council, to *‘our broad and fertile 
country, to our homes and our hearts.”’ A 
brief response followed fro Mr. Percival, in 
which he thanked the honorable gentleman in 
behalf of the Board for the generous and hearty 
welcome that he had extended. He was glad 
of an opportunity, as were also all the mem- 
bers of the Board, to visit Aroostook 
County, and they came, not so much to 
instruct Aroostook farmers, as to be mutu- 
ally benefited by the conference, te discuss with 
their farmers interesting question: relating to 
our agricultural resources and prospects, to be 
refreshed physically and intellectually from 
this garden of the State, and to carry home 
sheaves of satisfaction to be cherished in all the 
fature. He then introduced His Excellency 
Gov. Perham, who was received with loud ap- 

lause. On being introduced he said that he 
fiad ever regarded the Board of Agriculture as 
of great practical benefit to the State. He had 
the honor to be one of the first members of the 

Board on its organization in 1853. He be- 
lieved greater good would result trom holding 
the meetings in different sections. He was 
himself a farmer, and the little property he 
now had been dug out of a farm on 
the side of one of old Oxford’s hills. He de- 
clared that Aroostook county contained more 
good farming land ina body, than can be found 
elsewhere in New England. Knowing the vast 
agricultural wealth of Aroostook, he had, dur- 
ing his brief administration, taken a deep inter- 
est in its development. He deplored the great 
loss our State was suffering from the emigra- 
tion of farmers’ sons. He would not prevent 
them from gving where they could'do better, 
but wished they could be induced to remain. 
There was a consolation in k-owing that wher- 
ever we find Maine men, we find them promi- 
nent and leading men in their several localities. 
In closiag he reverted to the causes which led 
of young men and women from the State, and 
he believed that to retain them we must allow 
them time for recreation, for education and 
mental improvement. Hon. A. M. Robinson 
followed in some pertinent and felicitous re- 
marks, in which generous compliments were 
om to the citizens of Houlton, to the Chief 

ixecutive of the State, to the faculty and stu- 
dents of our State College, characterizing the 
latter as ‘‘the peers of any class of students of 
any college in the State, physically and intel- 
lectually.”’ 

Hon. Edward Payson was next called upon, 
and responded in a brief and appropriate man- 
ner. In alluding to Aroostook county he said 
he had heard of its unequaled grandeur and 
magoificence, of its remarkable fertility and in- 
exhaustible fesources. He rejoiced that he was 
a citizen of the State that included such a 
county, and such men and women who live in 
and cultivate it. Rev. C. F. Allen, D. D., 
President of the State Uollege, Ira C. Doe, 
Esq., Member of the Board from York County, 
and Daniel Stickney, Esq., of Presque Isle, ai- 
so addressed the Conventton. Their remarks 
were severally listened to with close attention, 
and received the applause of the large audi- 
ence. 

At the conclusion of these exercises the 
Board held a brief business meeting, which ter- 
mivated the forenoon session.

Proved, 
Mr. Payson made another division ot his su 
ject, or said there were two kinds of life. There 
is the mere animal and table life, and there 
he ——_ p= ee igence; and it is this 
intelligent life which, wor upon i 
outside of it, confers pny eter ~ 
longs to it. It being true that intelligent life 
(or the brain of man) is the great agent by 
whose aid everything outside of it is con 

to man’s use—the question arises, whether 
brain force applied to agricultural industries, 
brings less valuable results thun when applied 
elsewhere. The speaker then drew a picture 
of the busy activities in every department of 
what is termed inorganic life; the metallur- 
gist, the astronomer, the natural philosopher, 
are each making advances of known value, 
nothing is left to conjecture, nothing that is 
done to-day is to be done over again to-morrow. 
In agricultural science we find only the most 
meagre report of advance made. Then comes 
the inquiry: Have brains, so effective else- 
where, no part or lot in the advancement or 
gg om of agriculture; and has not this 
orce been curtailed by other causes that are 
not inevitable bat accidental, and so capable of 
a remedy? It is a mistake to suppose that 
brains work of themselves, that they do not 
have to be put up to it. They no more work 
of themselves than the shoulder bears a burden 
of itself, or than the leg jumpsof itself. They 
need cudgelling, as a lizy horse; and many a 
man, not among farmers unly, performs a vast 
deal of leg-work, hand-work, back-work, which 
he might be spared if he would make that lazy 
brain of his do its part. Brains do not come 
into play on great occasions only. By far the 
largest expenditure of them occurs in the every 
day routine of business; and in the ordering of 
our busy, perplexed lives. In the ordinary use 
of brain force, no class of men have a deeper 
interest than jarmers, and no man gets a better 
return for brain labor than the farmer gets. 
And it is to be feared that the absence of brain 
labor is frequently chargable with his failure 
to get on in the world. There are farmers not 
a few, who if the question were put to them, 
would honestly admit that they are not fond of 
brain work, and would rather thresh grain, 
hoe potatoes or dig drains, than do a little hon- 
est, downright thinking. The farmer wao 
does not want to be bothered, as we generally 
express it, or who has the unwillingness to 
think, is unworthy of being a farmer. We 
should remember that brains have been given 
to man for — purpose; but that this does 
not necessarily imply that they are always to 
be used about what we are pleased to term 
great things; nor are great men the only peo- 
ple wno find it a good thing to have brains, and 
who succeed in getting a profit out of them 
when they are set to work. 

President Alien said the old painter, when 
asked what he mixed his colors with, answered 
‘Brains, sir; brains!’’ We may well apply 
this to farming, and the successful farmer ma 
well say too, *‘l manure my soil with brains !”’ 
We must bring more brain force into the em- 
ployment of the mind, We have however ac- 
cess to the brain force of others who have gone 
before us, and no patent right shuts it out 
from our ase.

Wepyespay Evenine. 
Lecture by Prof. M. C, Fernald. 

The lecture of the evening was delivered by 
Prof. M. C. Fernald, of the State College at 
Orono. After a pleasant allusion to Houlton 
as the scene of his early labors and the recol- 
lections and associations conneeted with his 

resent visit to the place, he announced his sub- 
ject as, ‘‘The Agriculture of Maine in Relation 
to other Industries.’’ 

In commencing he my ee the general 

roposition that a mere icultural e, 
~~ become in the highest scene, a wierd 
ty people. It is only in regions where diversi- 
fied industries have their home that agriculture 
is carried on with a degree of success and as- 
sumes an importance worthy its name. Oare- 
ful statistics in regard to English Agriculture 
have shown that in twelve northern counties 
in England, which include the coal region and 
the seat of mining and manufacturing indus- 
try, agricultural wages average $2.79 per 


whose productive industries are much less di- 
versified, agricultural es are not above 
$2.04 per week. From which it appears that 
manufacturing enterprises add 37 per cent. to 
the wages of laborers. Numerous exam- 

les were given to show it is only in advanc- 
ing conditions of society, that land aud labor 
increase in value, and that all economic wel- 
fare depends upon their associated advance- 
ment. In the most thriving conditions of so- 
ciety the farmer is not less dependent upon the 
manufacturer, than the manufacturer upon the 
farmer; and only as their mutual interests are 
recognized and fostered, (those of the one by 
the other) do they make real progress. In 
svvage states of society, land has no value 
whatever—for it renders to man no higher ser- 
vice than to the wild beasts which roam over 
it. The proportion of fixed capital or real es- 
tate, to floating capital or personal property, 
held by any people is the measure of its wealth 
and of its grade of civilization. A forcable 
illustration of this simple rule, which deter- 
mines the condition of society, is found by con- 
trastiny, the northern with the southern 
States. By the census of 1860 the real estate 
of the Confederate States was 43 per cent. and 
the personal property 57 per cent. of all their 
property; while the real estate of the northern 
States was 66 per cent. and the personal 34 
percent. And it is noticable that the section 
where real estate predominates came out of 
the conflict richer than before while the see- 
tion in which personal _ om predominates 
was beggared and ruined. derives nearly 
all its value from the labor bestowed upon its 
improvement.

which was sold in the villages of Foxcroft and 
Dover. The vat was made by our own work- 
men, and cost about $80. The milk of one 
hundred cows was used :¢ the factory, and it 
would have cost but little more to run the lao 
tory on the milk of from two to three handred 
cows. Asan evidence of the success of the 
factory, Capt. Spooner stated that the Factory 
company made the cheese for one man who 
furnished the milk of seven cows and two heif- 
ers for a period of eight wecks, charging him 
24 cents per pound for manufacturing, and at 
the end of this time, turning over to him 1020 
pounds of cheese, which at 15 cents per pound 
would amount to $150,or after deducting the 
cost of making $130. He regarded this as 
very satisfactory for the milk of this number 
of cows for a period of eight weeks. ; 

In response to a call, Hon. J. R. Pulsifer of 
the Executive Council, gave some account of 
the cheese factory at Mechanic Falls. lhe 
building was put up this spring, which make 
the season short, as the factory did not go into 
operation until the Ist of July. The expense 
for the factory and machinery was $2,500. 
The company paid 12 cents per gallon for milk 
delivered at the factory; and they had an ex- 
perienced cheese maker from Vermont to su- 
perintend the operations. By the use of sweet 
corn fodder bed to cows, they would be enabled 
to extend the season of making cheese to about 
the middle of October. At present they are 
making one pound of cheese from eight pounds 
of milk. ‘ 

The discussion was continued by several gen- 
tlemen until the hour of adjournment.

The American Jews. 

Not long ago a convention of the Jews who 
reside in the South and West, was heldin Cin- 
cinnati, having tor its principle object the es- 
tadlishment of a Theological Seminary for the 
education of the Hebrew priesthood. Any- 
thing pertaining to this remarkable people, 
whose history is so intimately connected with 
Divine revelation, cannot fail of being a mat- 
ter of general interest. Since the final de- 
structiun of the hoiy city, more than eighteen 
hundred years ago, the Jews have been per- 
secuted as no other people ever were; have been 
driven from country to country; plundered and 
robbed with impunity by avaricious kings and 
nobles, but through all these long centuries of 
extortion and oppression, they have remained 
true to the traditions of their fathers which 
forbade them to intermarry or commingle with 
people of a different nationality. 

In the United States where religious freedom 
isa leading feature of the organic law, the 
Jews bave found such a release from pe. secu- 

P . . . . 
tion as they have never before enjoyed since 
their heritage was wrested from them by an 
invading foe and they became scattered upon 
the face of the earth. 

Our American institutions are having a 
somewhat modifying effect even upon the most 
conservative of all our adopted citizens, the 
Jews, and in their recent convention, nothing 
was said about a restoration to their former 
power and greatness in the city and country of 
their fathers, and nothing against other forms 
of religious faith. The law of Moses especial- 
ly the ten commandments was exalted as the 
highest law of human iife, and all idea of 
atonement save by one’s own efforts, was re- 
pudiated. In this latter respect they do not 
essentially differ from some of the othe: lead- 
ing religious denominations of the country. 
All their speeches were temperate and concil- 
iatory, indicating pride in the government of 
the country of their adoption and an affection 
for the Republic. In their measures they pro- 
fess only a desire to diffuse more light and 
knowledge among their own people without 
antagonizing apy other, to vindicate their de- 
nomination and foster esteem and love among 
themselves for their ancient race and religious 
faith. 

‘Lhe Jews have no church organization nor 
associated church government, each congrega- 
tion being distinct and independent by itself. 
Great care therefore seemed to be taken in the 
proceedings of this convention to guard against 
any idea of association, save upon the special 
subject which called thom together. But the 
fact that this and other similar conventions 


have been held shows that the exigencies of 


the times have caused the Uebrews to adopt 
the same methods employed by other denomin- 
ations for the erection of seminaries of learn- 
ing, and that the drift is unconsciously toward 
associated action and effort. In several of our 


religious denominations there is hardly such a 
thing as av independent society known, the 


government being given up to conventions, and 


this is regarded as essential to the welfare of 


the church. Catholicism has been modified 
since it was introduced irto this country, so 
as to be adapted to Republican institutions, 
and though in their speeches and action in the 
late Jewish convention the main drift seemed 
to be an adhesion to their ancient faith, there 
were several things that showed that this church 
too, has toa certain extent, become Ameri- 
canized. 


Only a few years ago this church was one of 


the weakest and feeblest in America. Its prin- 
ciple strength now is found in the cities and 
larger towns and in New York and several oth- 
er cities, the denomination has become rich 
and powerful. In New York city they have 
over thirty synagogues, aniin Philadelphia 
they have seven or eight. They“have periodi- 
cals which are exponents of their creed, benev- 
olent and charitable institutions, and all the 
machinery of a large and powerful organiza- 
tion, capable of defending and perpetuating 
itself. 


In their wanderings in other countries the 
Jewish people have always expressed a firm be- 
lief in their restoration to the inheritance of 
their fathers, and so have always held aloof 
from any alliance or communion with the peo- 
ple among whom they lived. But the Ameri- 
can Jews appear to have given up all ideas of 
restoration and are merging into the common 
mass of American citizens. They organize in 
this country, not asa race but asa religious 
body whose only desire seems to be to preserve 
their ancient forms of faith, pare and unadal- 
terated. As the Jews enjoy Privileges in this 
country “hich are accorded them in no other,

Tue Srars Treasury. Our worthy fellow 
citizen Hun. William Caldwell must experience 
a throb of relief that he is soon to be emanci- 
pated from the cares and responsibilities of an 
office in which he has spent the most of his 
business life. For five years he has been the 
custodian of the funds of the State and for 
thirty-one years he has been an attache of the 
State Treasury. He entered the office as clerk 
in 1841, when Sanford Kingsbury of Gardiner 
was Treasurer and has been out of the office 
only one year since that time. In 1856, when 
Hon. Isaac Reed was elected State Treasurer, 
Judge Redington was appointed his assistants 
but on the election of Mr. Peck in 1857, Mr. 
Caldwell was again put in his old position. In 
the years which followed, when Mr. Peck rob- 
bed the Treasury of nearly all it contained, no 
shadow of bla:e was attached to Mr. Cald- 
well, and when Mr. Dane succeeded Mr. Peck, 
the assistance of Mr. Caldwell was deemed in- 
dispensable in reorganizing and re-arranging 
‘he financial department of the State. 

In 1869, Mr. Caldwell was elected State 
Treasurer and at the close of the present polit- 
ical year his filth term expires, and by the 
terms of the constitution, he is inelligible to 
a re-election. This will necessarily return 
him from any farther connection with the of- 
fice. In his long connection with the finances 
of the State, no man has a cleaner record, and 
no public officer has to a greater extent, had 
the confidence of the people of the State, and 
the respect of the great number of persons 
with whom he has had official business rela- 
tions. 

There is no lack of aspirants for the position 
soon to be vacated, but as it is one of great 
responsibility and one in which the entire peo- 
ple of the State have a direct personal interest, 
the selection should be made with great care. 
It is one of those offices that should never be 
bestowed as a reward for party services, with- 
out regard to fitness. Itshould benosinecure, 
but the person who holds the office should un- 
derstand its duties and perform them himself. 
gg Weare pleased to learn that our es- 
teemed friend Dr. W. W. Greene of Portland, 
has so far recovered from his severe illness as 
to be able to resume his busivess.

Brief Editorials. 

In the Historical and Geneological Register 
for October, Mr. John Ward Deane has an ex- 
cellent Biographical sketch of John H. Shep- 
pard, A. M., who was born in England in 1789, 
but spent the most of life in Hallowell and 
in Wiscasset, in this State. In former years 
he was well known in Lincoln county, where 
he held the office of Register of Probate for 
fifteen years, ond other places of trust. Later 
in life he removed to Boston and fer eight years 
was librarian of the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society. He was a prominent 
Free Mason and lectured at times before the 
principle masonic bodies in Maine.

When Dr. Carpenter rose to 
speak it was expected that he would oppose it, 
but he surprised every one with the announce- 
ment that ‘‘the magnificent generalization of 
Darwin was the most fertile and comprehen- 
sive scientific statement of modern times.’’ 
Dr. Carpenter was recently elected a member 
of the French Royal Academy, and at the same 
meeting the name of Darwin was rejected, be- 
cause of his views on evolution. In his speech 
above referred to, Dr. Carpenter spoke with 
severity of the narrow and intolerant conserva- 
tism of the French, which led to the rejection 
of Darwin by the Academy, and declared that 
if his own election had been in opposition to 
that of Mr. Darwin, he would have declined 
the honor.

Mysrzrious Wreck. The wreck of a ves- 
sel was discoverd in Broad Sound Friday after- 
noon and towed into Boston. It wasaschoon- 
er, bottom up, and lashed to the deck was the 
corpse of a woman, apparently about forty- 
five years of age, dressed in a dark calico 
waist and striped woolen shawl.

The trial of Miss 
Lucy Ann Mink for the murder of Dr. Baker, 
to which we made brief reference last week has 
been progressing in the S. J. Court for the 
County of Knox. At the time of this writing 
the evidence was all in, and Mr. Pillsbury had 
commenced the argument for defence. 
The reporter of the Daily Argus thus sums 
up the evidence on the part of the government: 
He says that up to the time of Mrs. Ro- 
sannah Spear’s y the case was consid- 
ered weak. The testimony, delivered as it was 
with evident reluctance, was not so effective as 
showing marks on the prisoner’s night dress, 
as in creating the impression that she was anx- 
ious to wash them out. The excitement about 
the stains culminated with the testimony of the 
distinguished expert, Dr. Wood. Whatever 
of probabilities that testimony way have given 
to the government’s theory, it established noth- 
ing to a certainty. The defense was well sat- 
isfied with it. Their expert, Prof. Packard, 
was present, but they hardly need his testi- 
mony upon that point. Dr. Wood was exam- 
ined at great length in regard to the different 
tests to determine the presence of blood, and 
the greater part of his testimony was unintelli- 
gible to any one bt a chemist. 
The effect of such evidence would not be ex- 
pected to be the most powerful in court as it is 
somewhat abstruse, and in great measure above 
the comprehension of the greater number of 
attendants. 
The reading of the threatening letters pro- 
duced a manifest sensation in the court room, 
the language employed being obviously more 
level to the comprehension of the jury and the 
crowd than the technical terms of the Harvard 
Professor. The ladies who were in attendance 
commenced to leave as soon as the tenor of the 
letters was apparent from the reading, until 
there were no women present but the prisoner 
and her mother. 
The following is substantially the testimony 
of the prisoner : 
She detailed where she was and how engag- 
ed up to the time of the murder. Saw Dr. 
Baker pass Friday afternoon, as she was in the 
pantry washing dishes. She was afterwards 
out in the pasture an hour or more to get 
boughs to use in making beer. The little boys 
were near the house when she returned. She 
had fastened the doors on going away. When 
she returned the porch door wasopen. Noone 
was there to her knowledge but herself and her 
little nephews, till she went to bed. She then 
testified as follows : 
Fastened the doors before I went to bed. 
Sat up a while after going to my room. Not 
an hour I think. Sawnoone. Heard a noise. 
Sat by the window nearest the closet docr. 
Don’t know what the noise was. It sounded 
to be behind the bed, down that way. Seemed 
to be on the outside of the plastering and 
sounded like something bit _— the plaster- 
ing. Heard it only once. m was plaster- 
ed on the outside and inside. Went to bed in 
a few minutes. Was asleep when the doctor 
came. Was awakened by something thrown 
against the window. Heard the clock strike 
for the last time. Got up went to the window 
and shoved itup. Said ‘*Doctor, is that you?”’ 
He said ‘Yes.’’ Asked me if Roseoe was 
there. Said ‘*No.’’ He said ‘*Come down and 
open the door and I will come in.’’ He said 
“I will go and pat my horse round,’’ and I 
went down and unlocked the door. Stood 
there a minute or two.
